Illegal Stuff Ranges From Ducks to Diamonds

W ASHINGTON — Want a sure­ 
fire tip on how to lose $800,000? 
Ask a sadder but wiser gang of 
diamond smugglers operating from 
Belgium who dropped that size­ 
able amount in January of this 
year. They ’ll tell you. Try to smug­ 
gle jewels into the United States. 
Smuggling is now one of the 
world’s more r i s k y occupations 
thanks to Uncle Sam’s alert cus­ 
toms agents who last year confis­ 
cated more than $15,000,000 worth 
OI contraband material. 
Customs agents are hep to every 
trick in the book. They have to 
be. The range of stuff people try 
to smuggle Into (and out of) Am­ 
erica is fantastic. It ranges literal­ 
ly from ducks to diamonds. 
Take the diamond smugglers, for 
example. 
A Belgian immigrant, 
Eta Hoffman, was detected with 
$243,000 w’orth of gems (undeclar­ 
ed, of course) in the hollowed-out 
platforms of her shoes. (Customs 
agents say that bringing in gems 
in hollowed-out shoes is about the 
easiest trick to detect that they 
know). 
The woman's luggage was de­ 
tained and another $200,000 worth 
of gems was found In hollowod-out 
wooden supports in her baggage. 
Customs agents confiscated the 
Jewels and the woman dropped a 
cool $443,000 as well as having to 
face criminal charges. 
• 
• 
* 
TWO OTHER large gem seizures 
were made the same week. An­ 
other Belgian, Leiser Weitman, 
flying from Antwerp to New York, 
was caught with $275,000 in unde­ 
clared jew’els. Eli Stern of Brook­ 
lyn, was nabbed with $120,000 in 
gems as he landed at Miami, Fla., 
from Amsterdam. 
Now to the ducks. 
A "ducklegger” had a bumper 
day and bagged-247 plump mal­ 
lards, far more than the l e g a l 
limit He brought the birds to an 
isolated spot at the international 
boundary fence between the United 
States and Mexico and hired some 
small boys to push them under, in­ 
tending to pick them up on the 
other side. 
Customs officials foiled the at­ 
tempt and arrested hun. The story

MIDDLE AGES’ TITHE BARNS BUILT FOR THE AGES 


LONDON, England—Built dur­ 
ing the Middle Ages to store that 
tenth 
of 
the 
earth’s 
produce 
which was claimed as revenue by 
the Church, old tithe barns are 
magnets for American GIS sta­ 
tioned in Britain, and American 
visitors generally. 
Some of the finest stone tithe 
barns closely resemble churches 
in appearance. One amazing fea­ 
ture of these tithe bams is their 
remarkable state of preservation. 
Using only crude tools, the build­ 
ers of the Middle Ages knew how 
to build for the ages. 
Probably the most famous is 
the Mayflower tithe bam at Jor­ 
dans, in Buckinghamshire. It was 
built partly with timbers from 
the ship which carried the Pil­ 
grims in 1620. They probably are 
the only relic in existence of that 
famous ship. 
Another historic building is the 
Abbot’s barn at Glastonbury. It 
is divided into naves and aisles 
with transepts formed by lofty 
stone porches. The Bishop's Barn 
at Wells also is ecclesiastical in 
style. It was built during the 
Fifteenth Century. 
One of the largest surviving 
tithe barns in Britain la at Ab* 
botsbury on the Dorset coast. It 
was erected by monks from the 
local Benedictine monastery more 
than 600 years ago.

Recently, how­ 
ever, physicians have found a 
way to make them visible to the 
X-ray camera, and thus, to the 
eyes of medical experts, through 
means of a special contrast dye. 
This dye is injected into the 
vessels and split seconds later 
X-ray pictures are taken of the 
areas they serve. This process is 
known ^angiography and it has 
made possible a number of great 
strides forward, giving the doctor 
information heretofore entirely 
unobtainable.

A SMALL BANNER IS HUGE 
N HEARTS OF AMERICANS

AS A RESULT of the Korean 
War the servo-* flag is begmmrv 
to appear In th* windows and on 
th* walls of organizations through­ 
out the nation. It is a small ban­ 
ner wnth one ot more stars denot­ 
ing men and women in the armed 
services of the country. 
Th# service flag is distinctly an 
Anienc&n memorial. Like the na­ 
tion-wide celebration of Thanks­

The first service flag appeared

The design 
Anally approved was quite similar 
to that selected bv Captain Queis­ 
ser, a rectangle banner with a 
white background, a red border, 
with a blue star for each person in 
the service. In addition, a smaller 
gold atar was approved to be 
placed over the blue star if th* 
person in sendee is killed. 
No other nation possesses an t 
similar memorial, displayed onl> 
during times of war.

Circleville city officials have 
le a rn e d it would he legal to pay 
p a r t of the cost of a new sam- j 
ta ry sewer to drain the e x tre m e 
northend by issuing sewage rev-j 
enue m o rtg a g e bonds. 
But it would mean a possible 
20 percent hike in local sew ­ 
age rates, according 
to City 
Solicitor George Gerhardt. 
The solicitor 
explained 
that 
presen t m o r tg a g e revenue fig­ 
u res were exam ined by 
rep re­ 
sentatives of a Cincinnati bond­ 
ing firm who reported th e m in- J 
sufficient to p a y off bonds for the 
new sew er line. 
“ The 20 percent 
increase 
is 
strictly a guess figure.” G e r ­ 
h a rd t said. “ There are other fac­ 
tors that could influence it. For 
instance, there a re residents in 
Circleville who a r e not served at 
present by existing sewer lines, j 
but who could be. If these per- j 
sons were added as customers, 
there would be a corresponding 
revenue i n c r e a se .”
